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FRONT  COVER  ILLUSTRATION 

Featured  this  month  is  a  Fine  portrait  penny  of  Saint  Edward  the  Confessor  (reigned 
1042-66).  The  portrait  on  this  type  is  interesting  as  the  King  is  shown  wearing  a  cloak  or 
mantle  which  on  the  example  (there  are  several  varieties)  is  shown  fastened  around  his 
shoulders  with  two  bobble-ended  cords.  Edward,  known  as  the  Confessor,  the  son  of 
Aethelred  II  (the  Unready)  was  brought  up  in  the  monastery  of  Ely  and  was  an  advocate  of 
monasticism.  Government  was  largely  left  to  his  personal  favourites  (many  of  them  French 
speaking  Normans)  and  there  is  little  doubt  that  on  his  death  he  considered  William  of  Nor¬ 
mandy  as  his  heir. 

His  finest  memorial  is  Westminster  Abbey  (where  he  is  buried)  which  was  built  as  the  price 
of  papal  absolution  for  breaking  his  vow  to  make  a  pilgrimage  to  Rome. 

There  were  eleven  principal  types  of  coin  struck  during  his  reign  at  some  seventy  mints.

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THE  TRIAL  OF  THE  PYX 

THE  CONCLUSION 

In  our  March  Bulletin  (pp.  71-2)  we  reported  on  the  opening  of  the  Trial  of  the  Pyx  on  7th 
February  when  the  Trial  was,  as  is  usual,  adjourned  de  die  in  diem  for  the  verdict  of  the  Jury 
to  be  delivered  on  4th  May.  On  Friday  4th  May  an  invited  gathering  at  Goldsmiths’  Hall 
heard  the  Clerk  of  the  Company  read  out  the  Jury's  verdicts  on  the  coinages  of  the  United 
Kingdom  and  of  New  Zealand  in  the  presence  of  The  Queen’s  Remembrancer,  Master 
Bickford  Smith,  and  the  Master  of  the  Mint  and  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer,  The  Rt.  Hon. 
Nigel  Lawson,  MP.  Master  Bickford  Smith  thanked  the  Jury  for  their  verdict  and  contrasted, 
in  his  speech,  the  accuracy  of  the  Royal  Mint's  products  within  very  small  tolerances  to  that 
of  the  products  of  the  several  mints  operating  under  the  Angevin  kings  in  the  twelfth  century. 
At  that  lime  the  mint  masters  had  been  summoned  to  appear  at  Winchester  to  answer  for 
their  misdeeds,  it  was  alleged,  in  debasing  the  coinage.  The  punishment  exacted  was  dreadful 
and  painful!  Master  Bickford  Smith  related  how  Warden  Professor  E.  T.  Hall  had  drawn  his 
attention  to  an  article  in  the  journal  Archaeometry  wherein  was  published  the  analyses  of  a 
number  of  the  coins  of  the  period  in  question,  all  of  which  were  within  the  tolerances  then 
allowed.  As  he  commented,  when  scapegoats  are  required,  it  is  best  to  make  sure  that  they 
are  the  correct  ones! 

After  Master  Bickford  Smith's  witty  speech  the  gathering  moved  into  the  splendid  great 
hall  of  the  Goldsmiths'  Company  to  take  luncheon  with  the  Prime  Warden,  The  Lord  Nelson 
of  Stafford,  presiding  and  just  over  200  guests  sat  down  to  enjoy  an  excellent  lunch  in  a  mag¬ 
nificent  setting.  Mr.  Lawson,  in  his  speech  after  lunch,  surmised  that  he  was  probably  more 
welcome  in  his  office  as  the  Master  of  the  Mint  than  as  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer.  On 
several  occasions  he  made  reference  to  the  numismatic  knowledge  that  he  had  gleaned  from 
the  Economic  Secretary  to  the  Treasury,  better  known  to  numismatists  as  Dr.  Ian  Stewart, 
MP.  eminent  in  the  field  of  studies  of  the  hammered  coinage.  P.A.C. 


INTERNATIONAL  NUMISMATIC  COMMISSION 

The  Executive  Bureau  of  the  International  Numismatic  Commission  held  its  annual  meeting 
on  26-27  March  1984  in  the  Staatliche  Museen  zu  Berlin  in  the  German  Democratic 
Republic.  Unfortunately  illness  prevented  the  President,  Dr.  R.  Carson  (England)  from  being 
present,  and  in  his  place  Professor  P.  Berghaus  (West  Germany)  presided  at  the  meetings.  Of 
the  remaining  members  Professor  E.  Bernareggi  (Italy)  and  Mr.  J.-B.  Giard  (France)  were 
also  unable  to  attend. 

Of  the  matters  discussed  and  decided  the  following  were  the  more  important.  Professor 
Berghaus  was  appointed  to  represent  the  Commission  on  the  committee  responsible  for  pre¬ 
paring  the  10th  International  Numismatic  Congress  in  London  on  8-12  September  1986.  It 
was  agreed  to  raise  the  membership  subscription  to  Sfr,  200  from  1985,  as  the  income 
produced  by  the  present  subscription  had  now  proved  inadequate.  The  continued  publication 
of  the  annual  Compte-Rendu  and  the  twice  yearly  Newsletter  was  approved,  and  it  was 
agreed  that  financial  support  for  these  projects  should  be  sought.  The  Commission's 
patronage  was  requested  for  an  international  colloquium  on  the  mint  of  Esztergom  to  be  held 
in  Budapest  on  17-22  September  1984.  It  was  agreed  also  that  on  the  occasion  of  the  16th 
International  Congress  of  CISH  in  Stuttgart  on  25  August-1  September  1985  a  numismatic 
section  should  be  organised  under  the  direction  of  Professor  Berghaus. 

Professor  Paul  Naster  (Louvain)  gave  a  report  on  the  progress  of  the  Commission's 
project,  the  Sylloge  Nummorum  Graecorum.  Other  projects  under  the  Commission's 
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patronage  include  the  publication  Coin  Hoards  and  the  Lexicon  Iconographicum 
Mythologiae  Classicae. 

A  reception  was  accorded  to  the  members  of  the  Bureau  by  the  Staatliche  Museen  zu 
Berlin,  and  at  a  special  meeting  in  the  Pergamum  Museum  papers  were  read  by  Professor  H. 
A.  Cahn  (Basel)  on  “Coin  portraits  of  Alexander  the  Great"  and  Dr.  Simon  (Berlin)  on  “The 
year  301  in  the  Samadian  coinage”.  Professor  Cahn  was  also  presented  with  the  K.  Regling 
medal  of  the  Berlin  Coin  Cabinet.  On  25  March  the  Bureau  members  paid  a  visit  to  Dresden 
where  they  were  welcomed  in  the  Dresden  Coin  Cabinet  by  Dr.  P.  Arnold.  In  the 
Gemaldegalerie  Professor  P.  Berghaus  gave  a  paper  on  “Die  deutschen  Herrescher  des 
Mittelailters  in  Miinzbildern  ihrer  Zeit”.  A  reception  was  held  in  the  Dresden  Coin  Cabinet  at 
which  representatives  of  the  Staatliche  Kunstsammlungen  Dresden  and  of  the  numismatic 
societies  of  the  Dresden  area  were  present.

THE  PEMBROKE  MINT 

SIMON  L.  HANCOCK 

Situated  at  the  shortest  bridging  point  across  an  inlet  of  the  River  Cleddau  amidst  beautiful 
rolling  countryside,  Pembroke,  with  its  impressive  circuit  of  late  medieval  walls  and  dominat¬ 
ing  twelfth-century  castle,  is  rich  in  history.  The  town  is  chiefly  remembered  as  being  the 
birthplace  of  Henry  VII — the  founder  of  the  Tudor  dynasty,  and  the  centre  of  royalist 
activity  during  the  Second  Civil  War,  1648  (the  castle  endured  a  six-week  siege  directed  by 
Lt.-General  Cromwell).  However,  Pembroke  is  also  noteworthy  in  another,  numismatic, 
sense.  Few  people  seem  to  know  about  the  very  existence  of  the  Pembroke  mint;  it  lies  in  a 
category  with  other  market  towns — such  as  Axbridge,  Cadbury  and  Cricklade,  whose 
history  as  mint  towns  was  so  short  that  (with  the  exception  of  numismatists)  all  knowledge  of 
it  was  quickly  forgotten.  This  Welsh  mint,  established  during  the  reign  of  the  Norman  king 
Henry  I  (1100-1135)  is  known  to  history  from  only  a  handful  (ten)1  of  wafer-thin  silver 
pennies,  having  cryptic  legends  and  uncertain  portraits.  The  very  real  paucity  of  documentary 
evidence  in  an  area  with  little  bureaucratic  tradition  makes  research  difficult,  but  the  number 
of  surviving  specimens  is  a  testament  to  the  small-scale  operation. 

There  can  be  little  doubt  concerning  the  location  of  the  mint.  The  magnificent  castle, 
perched  on  a  rock  outcrop  dominating  the  tidal  foreshores,  is  an  embodiment  of  Norman 
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expansion  in  South  Wales,  and  would  have  provided  maximum  security  for  the  storage  of 
dies,  the  safe  keeping  of  the  monies  and  bullion.  The  precise  location  of  the  mint  is  unknown, 
but  the  powerful  drum  towers  flanking  the  barbican  would  have  been  the  most  likely  place  for 
the  striking  of  coin.  (The  cylindrical  keep  was  not  added  until  the  thirteenth  century — long 
after  the  cessation  of  coin  making  activity.) 

The  Pembroke  mint  must  have  been  a  minor  provincial  scale  operation.  Only  ten  coins  of 
any  type  and  reign  are  known  to  exist  and  only  two  moneyers — Waltier  and  the  enigmatic 
Gillepatric.  (This  contrasts  sharply  to  the  eight  moneyers  maintained  at  London  and  the  six  at 
Winchester.2)  The  town  itself  (having  only  a  population  of  103  households  in  15503)  is 
variously  represented  as  PEI,  PAN  or  PAIN — the  spelling  depending  on  the  chronology  of 
the  specimen.

It  is  fortunate  for  numismatists  that  eight  of  the  ten  known  examples  are  retained  in 
national  and  provincial  museums.  The  British  Museum  has  three  examples,  the  same  number 
as  the  National  Museum  of  Wales,  whilst  Blackburn  and  Manchester  museums  have  one 
example  each  (the  latter  came  from  the  Prestwich  Hoard,  1972). 

It  seems  incredible  that  a  mint  which  was  operational  for  at  least  a  short  period  during  the 
reigns  of  two  Norman  and  one  Angevin  king,  should  only  be  known  to  numismatists  from  a 
handful  of  coins.  Extensive  excavations  carried  out  during  1875  and  the  early  1920s  revealed 
much  information  about  the  castle’s  role  in  the  Civil  War  and  earlier  Roman  occupation,  but 
nothing  concerning  the  mint  was  unearthed.  The  mint  was  in  operation  continually  during  the 
period  c.  1  158-1  161,  but  a  shortage  of  silver  and  the  military  danger  from  the  Welsh  princes, 
prevented  a  large-scale  operation. 

There  is  nothing  very  anomalous  about  Pembroke's  position.  England  is  covered  with 
numerous  mint  towns:  Totnes,  Axbridge  and  Lymington,  who  are  only  known  from  one  or 
two  examples  (64  mints  are  recorded  for  the  Paxs  type  penny  of  William  I).  It  is  fascinating  to 
speculate  what  quantity  of  hammered  silver  pennies  has  been  melted  down  during  the  Royal 
Mints  spasmodic  recoinages — 1696,  1561,  and  1551 — especially  the  Tealby  case  (Lincoln 
shire)  when  6,000  coins  of  that  type  were  melted  down. 
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Whatever  the  reason,  it  seems  that  only  the  discovery  of  a  major  coin  hoard  of  the  size  and 
significance  of  the  Coed-Y-Wenallt?  hoard  (1980)  within  the  town,  containing  examples  from 
the  Pembroke  mint,  will  shed  new  light  onto  a  subject  which  will  otherwise  be  lost  to  history.

BOOK  REVIEW 

The  Leaning  Tower  or  Out  of  the  Perpendicular.  By  Arnold  Mallinson.  Oxford  (Robert  Dugdale)  1982. 
87  x  5|  ins.,  227  pp.,  illustrations  in  text.  Cloth,  £7.95  (incl.  postage),  available  from  Peter  Jones  Books, 
Audley  House,  1 1  Margaret  Street,  London  WIN  8AT. 

Attempting  to  tidy  my  overloaded  bookcases  the  other  day  I  came  across  The  Leaning  Tower  which 
had  been  sent  to  me  for  review  many  months  ago  but  which,  during  one  of  life's  minor  crises,  was  put  on 
one  side  and,  unfortunately,  out  of  mind.  This  was  a  pity,  for  it  had  been  providing  much  entertainment 
and  instruction,  and  to  make  amends  to  both  author  and  publisher  I  now  bring  it  to  the  attention  of 
readers  without  further  delay. 

One  of  my  earliest  recollections  of  the  London  auction  rooms  is  of  a  pre-war  Glendining  sale  with  the 
then  three  London  dealers  and  two  or  three  overseas  dealers  seated  at  the  table  and,  as  was  then  usual,  a 
mere  handful  of  collectors  present  in  the  room,  of  whom  the  Reverend  Mallinson  was  the  most  out¬ 
standing.  In  his  dark  polo-necked  sweater  he  looked  the  very  picture  of  an  ex-Royal  Navy  boxing  cham¬ 
pion  who  had  survived  the  Battle  of  Jutland  on  Warspite.  The  author,  for  many  years  Vicar  of  St 
Frideswide,  Osney,  and  Perpetual  Curate  of  Binsey  in  the  vicinity  of  Oxford,  has  indicated  that  this 
book,  a  companion  volume  of  Quinquagesimo  Anno  (published  on  the  occasion  of  his  fiftieth  year  in  the 
ministry),  is  “a  little  melange  of  merry  memories,  musings,  meditations  and  mythology”,  and  he  has 
inserted  a  caveat  on  the  title  page:  “for  amusement  only  and  not  to  be  taken  seriously  except  the 
religious  bits”.  Now  in  his  eighty-eighth  year,  Arnold  Mallinson  is  still  an  alert  and  merry  man.  His  writ¬ 
ings  demonstrate  him  to  be  not  only  much  travelled,  well-read  and  keenly  observant  but  also  with  an 
appreciation  of  things  of  beauty  (especially,  but  not  only  coins),  and  an  extraordinary  facility  for  collect¬ 
ing  and  recollecting  curious  stories  about  people  and  things. 

All  of  Arnold  Mallinson’s  coins  have  a  story  behind  them  and,  though  many  of  his  journeys  abroad 
have  been  linked  to  his  religious  faith,  it  is  obvious  that  his  travels  have  in  large  measure  governed  the 
character  of  his  collection.  His  visits  to  Paris,  Rome,  Florence,  Pisa,  Venice,  Athens,  the  Holy  Land  and 
many  other  places  lead  to  innumerable  tales,  often  linked  to  coins  that  he  has  acquired  or  to  great 
rarities  in  museum  collections.  The  author  can  certainly  never  be  accused  of  over-specialization.  Read 
about  St  Margaret  of  Antioch,  Benvenuto  Cellini,  Mrs  Samuel  Pepys,  Nell  Gwyn,  Clayton  Cracherode, 
the  emperors  Diocletian  and  Carausius,  and  many  others  beside  who  come  alive  in  these  pages.  There  is 
not  so  much  of  his  verse  as  appeared  in  Quinquagesimo  Anno,  but  his  dissertations  on  amorous  prawns, 
tomato  soup  and  alborello  chemists’  jars  are  but  a  few  of  the  digressions  which  lace  these  pages.  It  had 
not  occurred  to  me  before  that  the  foundation  of  the  Church  of  England  could  be  laid  at  the  door  of 
Charley’s  aunt! 

The  author  tells  us  that  he  has  never  committed  a  sermon  to  paper  and  his  spontaneity  and  sense  of 
fun  are  apparent  in  these  chapters  which  were  recorded  on  tape  following  musings  in  his  early  waking 
hours.  This  is  the  ideal  bedside  book  for  the  numismatist  who  wishes  to  relax  from  more  serious  studies. 
Highly  recommended!  Peter  Seaby
